Water Supply. 

No change in the arrangements outlined in previous Reports . 
In normal times the shipping in the Port takes in a considerable 
amount of water from the Local Authority's mains,but this year the 
demand hes fallen to quite negligible proportions----- perhaps just 
as well,as a difficult season in the matter of Rainfall has made the | 
utmost economy necessary in the Borough of Fowey 3; and it is probsabl 
that,had there been a normal entry of ships,it would not have been 
possible to meet all their demands .

No cases of sickness occurred on vessels during their voyage Xhither 
and none were disposed of prior to arrival .
